Bingo Dei 


Following is the text of a portion of 
Bill Stern’s Sports Show broadcast of May 
26, as transcribed from a recording obtain- 
ed by J. B. Faulconer and re-played at 
the Thoroughbred Club’s meeting of June 
4at Lexington. 


Tonight’s editorial—the hard cruel facts 
about horse racing that somehow [ just 
cannot understand. I am not stupid—at 
least I hope not—but I fail to understand 
why it is legal to bet at a race track and 
illegal to bet on this same race any place 
but at the race track. I wish somebody 
would explain it to me what makes it right 
to bet at Belmont Park, but wrong to place 
the same bet on the corner of Broadway 
and Forty-Second Street. If it is legal to 
bet in one place. why isn’t it just as legal 
to bet elsewhere ? 

Why should the race tracks have a 
monopoly on legalized gambling? The 
reasons generally given are: by letting the 
people bet any place they want, we would, 
in effect. be legalizing bookies. I just 
don’t take that. I think it would be 
exactly the contrary. If we put legalized 
betting places throughout our cities, we 
would be driving the bookies out of busi- 
ness. (Mind you. I am not saying that 
Iam in favor of betting of any kind.) But 
again, for the life of me. I can’t see why 
you can bet at a race track and just out- 
side that same track the same bet becomes 
illegal. To me this just doesn’t make any 
sense whatsoever. 

While we are on this subject of betting 
and legalized gambling. I wonder if you 
realize it’s legal to-bet on a horse race in 
25 of the United States’ 48 states. Yet. 
it's only legal to play bingo in 5 of those 
states. Would somebody please explain 
to me why it’s right in so many states to 
bet on horse racing. which does nothing to 
support anything but race tracks, and 
why, at the same time, it is illegal to play 
bingo. which, in general, mainly supports 
churches. Which is more important: a 
race track or a church? 

Why, then, is it legal to bet on horse 
racing in 25 states, but only legal to play 
bingo in 5? I can explain this, and it is 
not the explanation that you will get from 
the so-called Turf experts. The reasons 
they give is that racing improves the 
breed and that last year racing produced a 
revenue to all state governments of $178.- 
000,000. I wonder what bingo could have 
produced if it had been allowed in the 
same number of states. In New Jersey 
state alone last year, where bingo is legal. 
it produced $16,000,000. This is bingo for 
charity. Hence, on the basis of these 
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figures. bingo could produce far more 


than horse racing if the same states’ 
governments would legalize it. Nobody 


advances any great reasons for having 
bingo. nor or there any powerful lobbies— 
and this is so important—behind it as 
there are behind horse racing. 

It makes you feel a great doubt. it’s 
bound to. and when you realize the condi- 
tion exists. where we openly allow legal- 
ized betting in race tracks, yet one foot 
off that race track the same bet’s illegal, 
and yet when you can’t go to church and 
support bingo. which in turn supports the 
church. Just doesn’t make much sense to 
me. and I wonder if it does to you. 
Americans have always prided themselves 
on fair play and on sportsmanship. May 
I ask one question? What in the world 
is fair about this? 


Editor’s note. Bill Stern’s sponsor has 
a very nice store on Main Street. but less 
than a mile away there are streets where 
Sears, Roebuck would not be allowed to 
operate a store. Now what in the world 
is fair about that? 

Our old friend Ibn Had has 4 wives. but 
we have only one. Which is more impor- 
tant. a church or a family? 

There’s a liquor dispensary right out 
by the county line. but one foot across 
that line you are in dry territory and 
can't buy even a drink. This doesn’t 
make any sense whatsoever. (Are you 
following us. Bill? Well. then. we’re both 
headed in the wrong direction. Gwan back 
and see if you can’t figure it out for your- 
self.) 

About this bingo. Soon as the churches 
decide they want bingo legalized. they ll 
get it legalized. The Rev. R. McR. Me- 
Arthur will lay you 8 to 5 on that.

On the Saturday of the long Memorial 
Day week-end, which attracted nearly 90,- 
000 spectators and a total pari-mutuel 
handle of approximately $7,000,000, 
Wheatley Stable’s High Voltage confirm- 
ed her right to reign as queen of the 
3-year-old fillies. The gray filly provided 
Ted Atkinson with his first winning ride 
in the Coaching Club American Oaks. 
For trainer James Fitzsimmons, the Oaks 
was his fourth. 


Voted in most polls the best 2-year-old 
filly of 1954, High Voltage had won 2 of 
3 starts this year before the Oaks, but 
there were doubts about how far she 
would be able to run. Even Mr. Jim 
didn’t know, although he guessed she 
would last. 

While she answered this one question, 
there arose still another: Can she handle 
stablemate Misty Morn? 


The daughter of *Princequillo—Grey 
Flight had rolled up 3 straight scores at 
Belmont and was getting better with each 
effort. The final victory was in track- 
record time of .1:42, clipping 15-second 
from the mark set by Dot 33 years 
previously. 

Atkinson, who has ridden both fillies, 
was asked for a comparison of Mr. Fitz- 
simmons’ 2 charges. 


“Misty Morn is certainly what you would 
call a generous filly. Very generous. 
She is also quick to respond and rates 
very well. I’m sure she likes to run. 
The only trouble is that she really hasn’t 
beaten anything yet. As for High Voltage, 
well, she’s beaten just about everything, 
so you can’t fault that. I don’t think 
that she was tiring at the end of the 
Oaks. It was more like relaxing. She’s 
very comfortable to ride, but you have to 
work when you ride her. You don’t with 
Misty Morn. And speaking of Mr. Fitz’s 
fillies, what about Caustic? She’s no 
slouch.”

THE SUBURBAN. Helioscope’s defeat 
of’ High Gun in the Suburban Handicap 
was as fine a horse race as you'd ever 
want to see.

Progeny Records Summarized 


by J. A. Estes 


Application of the average-earnings in- 
dex has been limited. for the most part. to 
the measurement of sire progeny perferm- 
ance. This is a rather limited field for a 
method capable of measuring so many 
other groups. and perhaps capable eventu- 
ally of clarifying a few general principles 
of Thoroughbred breeding. but it is the 
application most conveniently least 
expensively made on a large scale. 


With the publication later this morth 
of the booklet giving sire progeny indexes 
for 1954. we will have cumulative records 
covering a period of 15 years, 1940 through 
1954, enough to account for the full life- 
time records of all but a very small 
percentage of the stallions now living. A 
few exhibits taken from. or based upon. 
the boooklet are included here. They 
illustrate a few of the current uses of the 
index. 


THE YOUNG SIRE. Until compara- 
tively recent years the owner of a promis- 
ing stallion was likely to breed the horse 
to as many mares as possible. on the very 
reasonable theory that large numbers of 
runners would tend to rank him higher 


RANKING OF LEADING SIRES 


on the list of leading sires. where the 
ranking was (and still is) determined sole- 
ly by the gross earnings. without reference 
to the number of runners involved. If 
the index of earnings. rather than the 
earnings total. were substituted as the 
standard of measurement. there might be 
a tendency for breeders to attempt limit- 
ing a stallion to the best mares available. 
thus creating a more or less automatic 
check on overproduction. 

One of the most important uses of the 
index is to assign proper credit to the 
progeny of young sires and of sires with 
comparatively few offspring at the races. 

One of the sires represented by his first 
crop in 1954 racing was the top-class miler 
Olympia. by *Heliopolis out of the stakes 
winner Miss Dolphin. by Stimulus. He 
had 10 2-year-old runners in 1954, and 
their record is set forth briefly in an 
acompanying tabulation which. incident- 
ally. will illustrate the calculation of the 
earnings index. 

In 1954 a total of 25.924 horses were 
runners at recognized courses in North 
America. Total money distributed was 
$74.255.611. The average money _ per 
starter was $2.936—a slight decline from 
the $2.985 average of 1953. by reason of

the fact that the number of horses in 
competition increased at a greater rate 
than the amount of money in stakes and 
purses, 

Taking the average of $2.936 as the 
average expectation for runner in 
1954. the earnings of Olympia’s first 
progeny may be measured against this 
standard. Gandharva. for instance. earn. 
ed as much as 18.6 “average” horses, 
Seven of the 10 runners earned more the 
average expectation for the year. and 3 
of them. in addition to Gandharva. earned 
more than twice the average. Of the 3 
runners which failed to earn as much as 
the average. one started only twice. an- 
other only 3 times. Here are the early 
indications that Olympia is a_prepotent 
stallion, for 2-year-old speed, at least. 


one 


The figure obtained through dividing 
the actual earnings by the year’s average 
is called the adjustment. It adjusts the 
earnings into an equivalent of average 
year-starters. as Gandharva is shown to 
have earned as much as 18.6 average 
runners in 1954. The sum of the adjust- 
ment figures shows that the offspring of 
Olympia won as much as 33 average run- 
ners for the year. This figure, divided by 
10 (starters). gives an index of 3.30, 
showing that the get of Olympia, as 2-year- 
olds in 1954, earned at the rate of 3.30 
times the average expectation for the 
group. 

If anyone is curious as to how the sons 
and daughters of Olympia did. aside from 
Gandharva. the record of the stakes-win-

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ning filly can be subtracted from the 
totals. The other 9 runners earned as 
much as 14.448 average starters. so that 
the index. exclusive of the one best. was 
1.61. which is still enough to put Olympia 
in the top 10 per cent of sires with as 
many as 10 runners in 1954. With Gand- 
harva included, he is in the top 2 per cent. 


ANNUAL RECORDS. A total of 710 
stallions were represented by at least 10 
runners each in 1954. Of these. 120. or 
16.9 per cent. had indexes of 1.40 or more 
for the year—that is. had progeny whose 
earnings were at least 40 per cent higher 
than the average expectation for the year 
in North America. An accompanying 
tabulation shows the ranking of this top 
16.9 per cent. The number of runners is 
given after the name of each sire; the 
high index becomes more impressive as 
the numbers increase, just as a_ batting 
average of .300 is more impressive for a 
thousand times at bat than 3 hits out of 
4 times at bat. 

The list of leaders. as given here. is 
taken from the Average-Earnings Index, 
Sires of 1954, almost ready for publica- 
tion. In the main body of the booklet. in 
alphabetical arrangement, are the records 
of all sires which had runners in 1954. 


CUMULATIVE RECORDS. More im- 
portant than the interpretation of annual 
records is the function of the earnings 
index which allows accumulation of life- 
time sire progeny records and the state- 
ment of a lifetime progeny index as a 
ratio of success to opportunity. very 
much as in the case of the batting and 
fielding averages of baseball.

The addition of dollars earned in differ- 
ent years gives a distorted picture, because 
the number of dollars available to the 
average runner of different years may vary 
widely. The average per runner, in fact. 
has varied between a low of $928 in 1933 
to $2.985 in 1953. To make the correc- 
tion for the varying opportunity it is 
necessary to add, not the dollars, but 
the adjustment totals for the various years. 
The sum of these. divided by the accumu- 
lated number of year-starters, gives the 
lifetime index. 

The accompanying tabulation sum- 
marizes the best sire records of recent 
years. Tally of the sires which have 
had a total of at least 40 year-starters. 
and which had at least one runner in 1954. 
shows 1.014 horses; of these, 144, or 14.2 
per cent. had cumulative indexes of 1.40 
or higher. The records of the top 2 per 
cent are given in the tabulation here

let. The number of dollars earned is 
included as a matter of incidental interest. 

The sires marked with a dagger (+) 
had progeny of racing age in North 
America before 1940. hence their records, 
as given here. are incomplete. 

The reader should understand. of course, 
that the higher the index (the greater 
the departure from normal expectation), 
the more likely is a future regression in 
the direction of the average. 


This year the index figures for sires in 
Great Britain and Ireland, annual and 
cumulative. will be published in the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review. Those for sires 
in France were to be published this month 
for the first time. (The leaders for 
Great Britain and Ireland and for France 
will be included in the booklet to be

PRIX LUPIN. At Longchamp May 29 
was run the 1,%:-mile Prix Lupin. last of 
the French produce stakes before the 
climactic classies. the Prix de Diane. Prix 
du Jockey Club, and Grand Prix de Paris. 
Favorite at evens was Pierre Wertheimer’s 
Chingacgook. and second choice was 
Marcel Boussac’s Macip. a Marsyas—Core- 
jada colt which had won his only previous 
start. After a brief contest for the lead 
in the straight. Chingacgook got the better 
of Macip. but then was challenged and 
beaten by a short neck by the 20-to-1 
Nistralin. 

Chingacgook made his run too late in 
the Poule d’Essai and was beaten a nose; 
he moved too early in the Prix Lupin and 
was beaten a short neck. In each race the 
going was sticky, and perhaps to his 
disadvantage. but there are beginning to 
be doubts as to whether he is as good as 
he was thought to be.

Mistral (Admiral Drake—La Foux. by 
Vatout). sire of Nistralin, won the Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains and Prix Lupin in 
1945, but was unplaced in the Prix du 
Jockey Club won by Coaraze and third in 
Caracalla’s G. P. de Paris. He died in 
1954 in Germany. Le Vent, Hurnli. and 
Mistralor were among his best performers. 

The dam of Nistralin was Yalina (Nino 
—Alness. by Aleppo). which only 
once, as a 2-year-old, and was second. Her 
fourth dam. Galeottia, won the One 
Thousand Guineas and was granddam of 
the triple crown winner Gay Crusader. 

The 17,-mile Prix Reiset, immediately 
following the Prix Lupin. provided a trial 
for the G. P. de Paris. The Prix Juigne 
winner Datour. by Tourbillon, was favorite 
at 4 to 5. but he failed to stay the distance. 
possibly because of an abnormal heart 
condition, and the victory went easily to 
R. B. Strassburger’s Clichy (Clarion— 
Carrere. by Le Pacha). a colt which was 
third in his first start and unplaced in the 
Prix Hocquart. 


G. P. DITALIA. The Gran Premio d’- 
Italia. 145 miles. at Milan May 29. was 
expected to bring about a meeting between 
the leading 3-year-old colts in Italy, but 
Ribot was seratched because of a minor 
accident. and the Derby winner Altrek 
because of illness and lameness. There 
were only 5 runners, and, in effect. no 
race. Razza  Dormello-Olgiata’s Theo- 
dorica won by 8 lengths from another 
filly, Razza del Soldo’s Chiadina. which 
previously had finished second to her in 
the equivalents of the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks.

This annual survey of American racing 
and its best horses was established and is 
still sponsored by Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt. and is published for his Sagamore 
Press by A. S. Barnes and Company. of 
New York. The first volumes. beginning 
with 1936. were written by the late John 
L. Hervey (Salvator). the most scholarly 
racing writer of his time. Those from 
1944 through 1951 were the work of the 
late Joe H. Palmer. who. besides being 
scholarly. was the most entertaining rac- 
ing writer of his time. or perhaps of any 
time. The last 3 volumes have been done 
hy J. A. Estes. editor of The Blood-Horse. 

The series has kept to its original ex- 
pansive format. designed by Vanderbilt's 
artist. friend Vaughn Flannery. and_ the 
necessarily high price has limited its dis- 
tribution largely to those who don’t mind 
the cost and those who insist on having 
good racing libraries. regardless of cost. 
Despite. or perhaps because of. the luxury 
price. the series has lasted long enough 
that it has become an extremely valuable 


reference. spanning 2 or 3 generations of 
leading runners. Its historical value is 
cumulative,
